2. It has been decided that applications for permission to retain foreign cur¬ 
rency balances abroad by the Indian nationals returning from abroad should be 
made to the Reserve Bank o-f India in the form prescribed In the Appendix to this 
Public Notice. In the case of persons of Indian origin residing abroad, only a 
declaration regarding foreign currency balances should be made and the Reserve 
Bank of India will acknowledge the receijft of such a declaration, The prescribed 
form In which such a declaration is to be made by the persons residing abroad 
will be notified separately.
